bor in his annual message to con- 
gress Wednesday. 
He took the

regulated under NRA provisions 
positive gains were made but 
pointed out that "it was unwise" 
to expect the same agency" to rule 
on social questions and 
compli- 


cated economic ones as well. 


"I am sure that you will agree 


with me," Mr. Roosevelt wrote, 
"that one of the most encouraging 
developments of the last few years 
is the general agreement that has 
been reached that child 
labor 


should be permanently abolished.

Shrinkage in Height Due to Backbone 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


'A READER asks for an expla- 


nation of a picture in a new mag- 
azine. It shows an elderly gentle- 
man who has shrunk in height ten 


inches. He 
made a mark 
on the closet 
door when he 
t h o u g h t he 
was beginning 
to shrink sev- 
eral years ago, 
and he has 
gone down ten 
and a h a l f 
inches s i n c e 
then. He looks 
to be a man 
p a s t 
middle 


age. 


The cause of 


such shrinking 


is usually a change in the bones, 
called Paget's disease. 
It is not 


at all uncommon, and probably ten 
to twenty per cent of people after 
middle life have it Ln some form. 
Most often these are very mild 
and hardly noticeable except to the 
alert eye. 


In a complete case, the bones 


of the skull, of the legs, arms and 
backbone are affected. 
They all 


get thicker and heavier, due to the 
deposit of an extra supply of cal- 
cium. The forehead becomes high 
and bulging. The leg bones become 
heavy and bowed and correspond- 
ingly shorter. Similar changes oc- 
cur in the arm bones. The bones 
can be seen in the X-ray plate as 
very dense and thick. 


The real cause of the shrinking 


in height, however, la the change 
in the backbone. 
Between each 


bone Ln the vertebral column in a 
layer of softer cartilaginous 
tis- 


sue known as the inter-vertebral 
disk. There are about twenty-two 
of these disks, some of them al- 
most an inch wide, so it can be 
seen if they began to decrease in 
thickness, it would easily account 
for the ten and a half inch shrink- 
age of this striking case. 


The cause of Paget's diseasi 


was a complete mystery until a 
few years ago when the influence 
of the parathyroid glands In the 
neck on calcium formation, was 
discovered. This activity has been 
related to the excessive calcium 
deposit of Paget's. In a few In- 
stances, overgrowth of the para- 
thyroids has been found in these 
cases, 
and 
their 
removal 
has 


checked the course of the disease. 
It appears this was so in the case 
pictured for the caption reads, 
The doctors checked his para- 
hyroid trouble." 


Mild degrees ot - the condition, 
s I have said, occur in many eld- 
rly people. 
It is common for 


hose over seventy to shrink. The 
rofessor of anatomy in one of our 
best medical schools says that a 
keleton which can be dissected 
and put together again must come

a man under thirty. These 


changes do no harm, although they 
are frequently associated 
with 


rheumatic pains.
